.3, An additional remark XV as given In the annexure to this Public Notice 
may also be deemed to have been inserted.

Remark V(b) 

“The entitlement of individual newspaper/periodical as worked out under 
Remark V(a) above, will be subject to a reduction of 30% cut on ai count of 
reduced availability of newsprint,"

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Remark VI 

N.B—Periodicals with, entitlement of 100 tonnes and above can get Nepa or 
Imported newsprint in the same proportion as dailies as Indicated above. Daily 
newspapers and periodicals with less thaiv 100 tonnes of entitlement after the cut, 
to whom imported newsprint is admissible, may opt for their entitlement being 
mat upto 50 per cent in imported newsprint and 50 per cent in Indigenous 
newsprint manufactured by Nepa Mills. Dally newspapers/perlodlcals with 
entitlement upto 25.00 tonnes can opt for their entire entitlement in Nepa news¬ 
print. Newspapers/]MrlodicalH opting for Nepa newsprint will have to obtain 
their requirements In sizes that Nepa MlUs can make available. 


•Remark Vlll(b )—New Daily newspapers/periodicals 

In view of the shortage of newsprint, no quota will be allotted to new dally 
newspapers and periodicals for the first six months. After six months oj regular 
publication, the publishers of such newspapers should submit an application in 
Actual Users' Form alongwith information contained in Annexure-III and a 
Chartered Accountant’s Certificate showing the average circulation achieved and 
the average page area and average number of pages printed during rest of the 
licensing period on the basis of the average circulation actually achieved and the 
average number of pages and page-area actually printed during the first three 
months subject to a maximum of 16,500 copies of 6 pages of standard size (2540 
sq. cms) in the case of dailies/weeklles/tri-weeklies/bi-weeklies and maximum of 
16,500 copies of 12 pages of standard size in the case of other periodicals, provided 
the applicants execute bonds duly guaranteed by scheduled banks for 76 per cent 
of the value, applied for under column 10 ofi the Actual Users’ Form (‘J’). The 
bonds which are intended to ensure that the newsprint thus granted is utilised 
for publishing the proposed newspapers will be cancelled on production of docu¬ 
mentary evidence to the satisfaction of the Registrar of Newspapers for India t'o 
show that the newsprint has been utilised for the publication of the newspa]?er(s) 
concerned. 

Remark. Vine c) 

Existing newspapers which did not obtain clearance for the use of newsprint 
or licences/authorisations in 1973-74 will be treated as In Vlll(al & (b) above. 
But this will not be applicable in the case of those newspapers/perlodicals which 
are in regular publication prior to or as on January 1, 1973. But the requirement 
of executing the bond duly guaranteed by a Scheduled Bank wiU. be waived only 
in the case of those newspapers/periodicals who are borne on the records of the 
Registrar of Newspapers for India and are In regular publication from January ], 
1971. 


Remark Vni(d) 

In the case of dailies and periodicals which commenced publication prior to 
1st April, 1974 and which are in receipt of quota of newsprint less than the 
maximum admissible to a new daily/periodical, the entitlement will be revised to 
the maximum admissible on specific application and production of documentary 
evidence, i.e. half-yearly Chartered Accountant’s Certificate as per Annexure-II 
for the licensing year i974-75. But this will not apply to newspapers whose 
circulation had been checked by Registrar of Newspapers for India and a.ssessed 
lower than the claimed circulation after January 1, 1970. 

Remark XV 

If in an exception case where the publisher has already made formal appli¬ 
cation for ad hoc advance but could not complete any or aU the requirements as 
provided under Remark III, IV and Note 5, under Remark VI, the Registrar 
of Newspapers for India can, on the merits of the case, and on the production of 
documentary evidence, make such adjustments and issue allotment of newsprint 
as may be deemed fit. The decision of the Registrar of Newspapers for India shall 
bo final.
